drugs, 

A third appellant is Wong 
Fu-yan, who had been given 
Bevem ycars when he pleaded 
sullty to possession and wos 
found guilty of conspiracy. He 
ly appealiny against sentence. 

Another woman, Kun Wal- 
ching, who was the first accused 
at the trial, had been found not 
guilty of both charges,

Mr Collier snid that there 
might have been some loose re- 
marks used, but he sald: these 
did not amount to a misdirec- 
ton. 

As to the contention that the 
Judge falled to distinguish ade- 
quately between the two charges, 
Mr Collior said the Judge hod 
been véry careful to say to the 
Jury that when they came to 
consider the conspiracy count, 
they should forget what 
been sald regarding the posses- 
sion charge. 

The Judge, he said, had 
stressed also that the Jury must 
be satlsfled beyond oll reason- 
able doubt before they could 
convict the accused on this 
count, 

Mr Collier submitted the 
Judge was right in allowing 
the case to go before the Jury. 
He sald there was certainly 
something ay the facts that 
needed an explanation from the 
accused, :
